New fapes contradict Nixon statements 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Newly re- 


leased Watergate transcripts conflict 
with some of President Nixon's denials 
of involvement in the affair. 


The President, in releasing the three 


new transcripts on Monday, conceded 
that two of his earlier statements had 
been wrong. 


He said that in one case his memory 


had played tricks on him. In another 
case he had missed the importance of 
transcripts that show he tried to keep 
the FBI from investigating an impor- 
tant aspect of the Watergate break-in. 


Here are the major conflicts: 


MAY 21 STATEMENT 


The President issued a lengthy writ- 


ten statement May 22, 1973, denying 


personal involvement in the Watergate 
cover-up. He conceded he had tried to 
limit the scope of the FBI's investi- 
gation, but said he had instructed his 
aides - H. R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman - only to tell the FBI and 
Central Intelligence Agency to ensure 
that no secret CIA operation was uncov- 
ered. 


"It was certainly not my intent, nor 


my wish, that the investigation of the 
Watergate break-in or of related acts 
be impeded in any way," the President 
had said. 


He said then that some others had 


later undertaken "wideranging efforts 
to limit the investigation," but added, 


"I was not aware of any such efforts at 
the time." 


The tapes show otherwise. Six days 


after the Watergate break-in, the Presi- 
dent was told that the FBI investigation 
was threatening to uncover a financial 
link between the burglars and his own 
re-election campaign committee, and 
that this would involve his chief fund 
raiser Maurice H. Stans, and possibly 
his campaign director John N. Mitch- 
ell. 


He approved a plan to have the CIA 


tell the FBI to "stay the hell out of 
this." The only discussion of possible 
national security implications was a 
suggestion by Nixon that Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman tell the CIA thai a full 


FBI investigation might embarrass the 
CIA because it had employed E. How- 
ard Hunt Jr., one of the burglars. 


In a statement Monday, the Presi- 


dent said the May 22 statement was 
wrong. 


"That statement was based on my re- 


collection at the time — some 11 
months later — plus documentary ma- 
terials and relevant public testimony of 
those involved," he said. 
AUGUST 15 STATEMENT 


On Aug. 15, 1973, the President said 


he didn't know about the cover-up until 
White House counsel John W. Dean III 
told him about it on March 21,1973. 


"Not only was I unaware of any 


cover-up, but ... I was unaware there 


was anything to cover up," Nixon said. 


Actually, Nixon had been told more 


than a year earlier, within a week of 
the Watergate break-in itself, that 
Mitchell might have had some prior 
knowledge of the wiretapping, and that 
two former White House aides, Hunt 
and G. Gordon Liddy, were involved. 


Haldeman told him that Mitchell 


didn't know details, but said Mitchell 
probably pressured Liddy into commit- 
ing the burglary by demanding more 
intelligence information about the 
Democrats. 


APRIL 29 STATEMENT 


When President Nixon released the 


first batch of edited transcripts a little 
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Nixon tells Cabinet he

WASHINGTON (AP) - Facing the 


gravest crisis of his presidency, Rich- 
ard M. Nixon bluntly told his Cabinet 
today he will not voluntarily leave the 
nation's highest office. 


Cabinet members who emerged from 


the urgent, 90-minute session quoted 
the President as saying he "intends to 
stay on and allow the Constitution to be 
the overriding factor." 


"We have laws in this land and he is 


sworn to uphold the laws," Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon told news- 
men as he left the White House.

A witness said he saw the right wing 


of the experimental Thorp T-18 come 
off after takeoff on the north-south run- 
way at about 11:30 a.m. The plane was 
going about 130 miles per hour when it 
hit a tree line one-half mile from the 
runway, crashed into a wheat field and 
burned. Both died instantly. 


Neunpeufe! was a member of the 


EAA and chairman of campsite regis- 
tration for the convention. He was mar- 
ried and the father of three children. 


A Michigan man, Dewey Bryan, 53, 


of Highland, was killed last Friday 
when his homemade plane crashed on 
takeoff on the same runway. His death 
was the first at the fly-in in the five 
years it has been in Oshkosh.

Bdllonist killed 
on ocean flight 


LAKEHURST, N.J. (AP) - A Phila- 


delphia man hoping to make the first 
successful transatlantic balloon cross- 
ing crashed into Uarnegat Bay shortly 
after launch this morning and was 
killed, police said. 


Robert C. Berger, who had never be- 


fore been up in a balloon, had lifted off 
earlier before a crowd of some 100 
cheering persons. 
Berger, 46, and a 10-man crew, 


worked on his 12-story balloon through- 
out Monday night and early this msrn- 
ing inside a huge hangar at the La- 
kehurst Naval Air Station before the 
launch. 
Berger had hoped to ride jet stream 


air currents across the Atlantic Ocean 
at an altitude of 36,000 feet, landing in 
Paris in 36 to 48 hours. 


A Berkeley Township police spokc*- 


man said Berger's body was recovered 
around noon from the choppy ocean wa- 
ters but declined to reveal details. 


One dead, 6 hurt 
in terminal blast 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - One person 


was killed and six were injured when a 
bomb exploded today in a ticket area of 
the Pan American Airlines terminal at 
Los Angeles International Airport, a 
spokesman for the fire department 
said 
The bomb wrecked an area 75 to 100 


feet wide, the spokesman said. It ex- 
ploded about 8:10a m 


Police and firemen were rushing to 


the scene to begin fuil-scale emergency 
operations. 


No other details were immediately 


available.

Some of the strongest pressure, for

his staunchest supporters in the past. 


All 10 of the Republicans on the 


House Judiciary Committee who voted 
against all three articles of impeach- 
ment approved by the committee said 
Monday's disclosures had caused them 
to reassess their positions. 


Many of them said flatly they would 


vote for impeachment if Nixon does not 
resign. 


Nixon got solid backing from the 


Cabinet members. 


Participants in the meeting said 


Nixon stressed that he would not re- 
sign. 


"The President sincerely believes he 


has not committed an impeachable of- 
fense," Simon said. "He also believes 
the Constitution provides for a process 
that should indeed be overriding." 


Simon said there was no discussion 


of the 25th Amendment, a constitu- 
tional provision under which a presi- 
dent can temporarily step down and al- 
low his vice president to become acting 
chief executive. 


White House officials have confirmed 


that both resignation and 25th amend- 
ment options have been considered by 


the President and firmly rejected. 


Simon said while Nixon didn't ask for 


expressions of support from his Cabi- 
net "of course he got it." 


"We've got a country to run," Simon 


said. "Let's not have this tragedy ob- 
scure the fact that we have a lot of de- 
termined people at work" on such 
problems as the economy. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kiss- 


inger emerged to tell newsmen U.S. 
foreign policy traditionally has been bi- 
partisan'and that "no foreign govern- 
ment should assume" any alteration in 
this because of Watergate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. Charles 


W. Sandman Jr., RN.J., who vocif- 
erously defended President Nixon dur- 
ing the House Judiciary Committee in- 
quiry, said today he has called on 
Nixon to resign and that he will vote for 
impeachment if the President does not 
do so. 


Among the 10 Republican members 


of the committee who had opposed all 
proposed articles of impeachment, 
Sandman was the fifth to change his 
mind because of Nixon's disclosure 
that he withheld evidence from the 
committee. 


Four others said they were reas- 


sessing their position and the 10th 
could not be reached for comment. 


One of those reassessing his position, 


Rep. Delbert L. Latta of Ohio, said in 
an interview this morning: "I've al- 
ways felt that in order to impeach a 
president you had to have direct evi- 
dence and here the President was fur- 
nishing the direct evidence himself." 
the direct evidence mmseii.' 


Latta, asked if his vote had switched, 


said: "Well, we haven't cast that vote, 
but certainly you can't defend that one 
particular charge. I think the only re- 
maining question is whether or not that 
standing in and of itself would be an 
impeachable offense." 


Latta appeared on the CBS Morning 


News. 


Sandman told a news conference that 


the transcript of a June 23, 1972 conver- 
sation released by Nixon Monday "is 
the type of hard proof I believe is nec- 
essary. I can see no escape from this 
information." 


Sandman said there is no question in 


his mind but that the transcript estab- 
lishes an impeachable offense under 
the first article of impeachment voted 
by the committee — the one charging

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Big surge 
in market 


NEW YORK (AP) - The stock mar- 


ket surged dramatically ahead today, 
rallying around what brokers de- 
scribed as hopes for an early resolution 
of the impeachment '.ssue. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 indus- 


trials jumped 22.09 points to 782.46 in 
the first hour of trading. 


Though no official records were 


available, veteran Wall Street observ- 
ers said the Dew's 25.82-pomt gain in 
the first 30 minutes of the session was 
the biggest advance ever recorded by 
the widely watched market indicator in 
the first half hour of a session 


Brokers agreed a series of develop- 


ments in Washington in the last 24 
hours had provided the catalyst for the 
heavy buying. 


They pointed to: 
-The call for President Nixon's res- 


ignation Monday by Sen. Robert P 
Griffin of Michigan, second-ranking 
Republican in the Senate. 


Nixon's subsequent announcement 


after the market close that he »as re- 
leasing transcripts of three conversa- 
tions which he said "may further dam- 
age my case." 


The key issue in many investors' 


minds, analysts said, was the question 
of resolving the impeachment issue as 
soon as possible so that Congress and 
the White House might turn greater at- 
tention to such economic problems as 
inflation and high interest rates. 
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Strict security planned in Capitol 
during House debate on impeachment 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


end of the Capitol building will be a 
tightly guarded fortress during the im- 
peachment debate, closed to all not on 
business because of threats of violence. 


House leaders and officials are devel- 


oping plans that would bar tourists and 
the general public from the House side. 


Members, employes, newsmen and 


others with a need to enter the building 
would be subject to rigid security 
screening This would include, in most 
cases, new credentials, searches of all 
packages, briefcases and equipment, 
and airport-type electronic metal detec- 
tors at all points of entry and access 
corridors on every floor. 


The Senate portion of the building 


would continue to be open, but security 
measures would shift there if a trial re- 
sults from the House action. 


Security planning was spurred by 


what officials described as an alarming 
outpouring of letters, telephone calls 
and messages conveying threats 
against Congress in general and some 


individual members, especially since 
the beginning of broadcast proceedings 
of the Judiciary Committee 


Such threats already have resulted in 


searches of several areas of the Capitol 
complex. 


Protective measures would be re- 


doubled in the immediate vicinity of 
the House chamber, which includes the 
media and public galleries overlooking 
the chamber and the adjacent work 
areas for press, radio, television and 
periodical correspondents. 


Majority Whip John J. McFall, D- 


Cahf., chairman of a special bipartisan 
committee working with policy, intelli- 
gence and security agencies, said the 
plans are nearing completion. They 
would go into effect a few days before 
the scheduled Aug. 19 start of the de- 
bate. It is expected to continue through 
Aug. 29. 


Periodic sweeps of the immediate vi- 


cinity of the chamber, using dogs 
trained to smell out explosives, are 
planned. Officials said that some of 


these will require evacuating the areas. 


The public galleries in the chamber 


itself, where tourists now are ushered 
in groups and others may sit if they 
have easily obtained passes from mem- 
bers, would be open only to special ti- 
cket-holders from the executive depart- 
ment and diplomatic corps, and to 
personal guests of representatives and 
senators, who would be limited to one 
guest ticket each. 


The media galleries would be ex- 


panded but not enough, it was ex- 
pected, to accommodate the hundreds 
of U.S. and foreign correspondents al- 
ready applying for admission. Corre- 
spondents' committees already are 
drawing up plans to allocate the lim- 
ited space. Work space also is to be 
supplemented, but space limitations 
will force rationing there also. 


Ordinary press credentials would not 


be valid for admission to the building 
during the debate. Special area passes 
would be required.

Ecsvit said on Sunday that his govern- 
ment has arranged tight control of 
opium fields Opium cultivation will be 
allowed only m limited areas of seven 
provinces, he said, and distribution of 
the harvest will be controlled by sev- 
eral thousand police officers, most of 
them American-trained 


The House resolution urged Presi- 


dent Nixon to immediately begin nego- 
tiations with Turkey to prevent the re- 
sumption of opium production or to 
assure that the flow of illicit opium and 
us denvatives here was not renewed If 
negotiations fail, the President should 
suspend all foreign aid to Turkey, the 
House said 


Since the fall of 1972, the United 


States has paid S15 f> million to Turkey 
to offset income losses stemming from 
an agreement for a government ban on 
planting and production of poppies As 
much as 80 per cent of the heroin 
smuggled into this country originated 
in Turkey, government officials said, 
and this dropped sharply when the 
poppy ban was imposed. 


The speculation picked up again Sun- 


day when the President summoned 
speech writers to his secluded, moun- 
taintop retreat at Camp David, Md. In 
that wooded setting Nixon has pon- 
dered some of his most startling presi- 
dential decisions, including his 1971 or- 
der to impose wage and price controls 
after a career of opposition to such 
measures. 


Monday morning, the Washington 


Post was on capital doorsteps with 
frontpage reports, from unnamed 
White House aides, that material in 
soon-to-be-released 
tape 
recordings 


would further damage the President's 
chance to survive impeachment. One 
such aide was quoted as saying "All 
hell will break loose" when the mate- 
rial is made public. 


During the morning, Senate Republi- 


can Whip Robert P. Griffin of Michigan 
called for Nixon to resign. He said it 
would be in the best interests of the 
President and the nation. 


By afternoon the speculation hard- 


ened into rumor. The White House post- 
poned its usual daily briefing, and Dep- 
uty Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren 
told newsmen there would be an an- 
nouncement after 3:30. 


The time is important. The New York 


Stock exchange closes at 3:30 p.m. each 
trading day, and important govern- 
ment announcements that might affect 
stock prices-are routinely held up until 
after that time. For weeks, economic 
analysts have predicted that stock 
prices would soar if a new President 
took office. 


Warren insisted that the announce- 


ment would not be a resignation. Nev- 
ertheless, the Dow Jones industrial av- 
erage jumped up 13 points during the 
afternoon, before settling to a close 
with an increase of almost 8 points. 


Newsmen, starved for hard informa- 


tion, found clues everywhere: 


—A White House aide in a position to 


know what the statement would say 
canceled a luncheon engagement with 
an outsider at the last minute. 


—A former White House aide who. 


maintains contact with middle-level of- 
ficials there said the rumor agreed 
with his theory that the President 
would soon resign. He refused to say 
more 


-A Watergate committee source, 


told of the rumor, contacted his own 
White House source and reported that 
the resignation rumor was true. 


By midafternoon the rumors had 


spread as far west as Chicago. One ma- 
jor firm headquartered there called its 
Washington representative to inquire 
about rumors that the President would 
announce his resignation after the close 
of the stock market 


Those who didn't believe the rumors 


were right The President conceded 
that he almost certainly will be tned in 
the Senate and he released three new 
White House transcripts that he said 
may cause further damage to his case. 


But he didn't quit, although White 


House aides acknowledged that such an 
act was openly discussed at Camp Da- 
vid the day before.

And effective Janu- 
ary 1976, when you leave a job, your 
employer will be required to give you a 
full rundown on the pension benefits 
you have earned and to file this infor- 
mation with the Social Security Admin- 
istration.

'Consumer Experience' is topic for TV credit course 


< P.T. Barnum said, "There's a sucker 
tborn every minute." And experience 
Indicates that for every sucker there is 
'a crook anxious to take his money. 
; Consumer advocacy gruups stress 
•that one of the best protections against 
•fraud is an 'informed public. Beginning 
;ihis fall, Wisconsin residents will be 
learning from a televised course en- 
titled, "The Consumer Experience," 
'how to protect themselves from poor 
•-investments and fraud, as well as how 
Tto buy wisely, cope with' skyrocketing 
* costs and understand the psychology 
•used by advertisers to influence their 
^buying habits. 
* Show hosts David Ward and Mary El- 
len Kolka comment that where fraud is 
concerned, the best safeguards 
are 


being aware and being wary. 


"Crooks may always be coming up 


with new slants on old swindles," Ward 
says "but there are basic patterns that 
can be identified. Know the gimmicks 
and you can spot the potential swindle 
•before you become a victim." A form of 
fraud used by disreputable stores. 
Ward says, is "bait and switch" adver- 
tising. The promise is something for 
nothing or next to nothing. The con- 


sumer is offered a fantastic deal which 
lures him or her into the store. But 
once there, the "deal" can become an 
expensive proposition. Shoppers should 
realize what is going on, Ward says, 
when the clerk tells them the last sale 
item has just been sold but a compa- 
rable, higher-priced unit is available. 
Another tactic is to tell the customer

that the sale merchandise is really of 
such low quality that he would not be 
satisfied with it' The substitute item of 
better quality is of course higher 
priced. Kolka describes contest fraud 
as a big prize with a string attached. 
"The promise of a prize sets up a flat- 
tering climate for the consumer," she 
says, "but then comes the gimmick." 
An example, she says, is the prize sew- 
ing 
machine that has to be picked up 


at the store, fits into a cabinet which 
only the store sells, requires insurance 


which only the store sells and should be 
used only after "semi-free" lessons 
which the store offers. 


All the extras may end up costing the 


prize winner more than if she had pur- 
chased another machine on her own. 


Involvement in referral sales also 


may result in unhappy experiences for 
consumers. Referral sales are basically 
an attempt by a salesman to get the 
customer to do his work for him, Ward 
says. The customer is offered a dis- 
count or free merchandise in return for 
providing names of friends or relatives 
who might also buy. The gimmick is 
that the sales goal is set so high the 
consumer can't possibly refer that 
many actual sales. And if he doesn't, 
he has to pay the bill. 


Ward notes that the referral sales 


fraud is used for many different prod- 
ucts, but cookware and encyclopedia 
sales are common examples.

While she was starting her new ca- 


reer, a 69-year old widow in New York, 
Mrs. Persis S. Wildermann, a grand- 
mother with no legal training, acted as 
her own lawyer in suing the Federal 
government for $900 in retroactive So- 
cial Security death benefits. 


The government had denied her the 


benefits on the grounds she had waited 
too long after becoming a widow to sub- 
mit her claim. She wrote her own 


lengthy brief and won a complicated 
case. 


Dix and Wildermann are but two ex- 


amples of the energy and resourceful- 
ness of a great many women over the 
age of 60 — a group which has tripled 
in number within a half <entury. 


As for the employment record ol 


older women. Department of Labor sta- 
tistics show that nearly one out of 10 
women over 65 is working, compared 
with nearly one out of every four men. 


Lifestyles of older women tend to 


differ from those of men. A consider- 
able proportion of the women 65 and 
over are widowed and live alone, while 
the men are more frequently married 
and living with their wives. 


One reason for the large number of 


older widows is the fact that women 
usually live longer than men do. More- 
over, widowers are more likely than 


widows to remarry and when they do 
they often have wives from among 
women under 65. 


Older women, whether engaged - in 


outside employment or not, often per- 
form a variety of volunteer tasks. 
These may range from working with 
disadvantage*! children at Indian reser- 
vations on Vista programs to reading to 
the blind in urban communities, or 
helping in hospital, church and com- 
munity projects 


If the financial situation of many 


women in the older age group still 
leaves much to be desired, more 
women today receive income than ever 
before; some 86 per cent compared 
with 73 per cent in 1958. In addition to 
paid jobs, their money comes from So- 
cial Security, private pensions and life 
insurance proceeds. There may also be 
personal savings, investments, or in- 
come from rentals or other property. 


Understanding how high pressure 


sales tactics work can help the con- 
sumer see them coming. Kolka sug- 
gests that consumers remember the 
key works "fatigue" and "fear." 


The fatigue tactic is being used by 


the salesman who comes to your home 
and stays for hours. "Some consumers 
may sign just to get rid of him," Kolka 
says. 


The pressure of fear, she adds, is 


sometimes applied by dishonest home 
improvement companies, furnace and 
chimney repair firms and termite ex- 
terminators. They may arrive at a 
home unsolicited and offer to make a 
"free" inspection. The inspection 
shows that the chimney may fall or the 
furnace explode at any minute. The 
customer is frightened by warnings of 
danger, discomfort or financial loss, 
won over by promises of safety and 
comfort, and then sold an unneeded 
product or service, often at inflated 
prices. 


One far reaching brand of fraud is 


perpetuated by mail. The swindles may- 
range from merchandise that is paid 
for in advance but never delivered, to 
chain letter exchanges, home employ- 
ment schemes, land sales and health 
insurance offers. 


Once more, Kolka and Ward point 


out, 
it is the, promise of something for 


nothing or big returns for little invest- 
ments. And it is the buyer who must 
beware.

still cast an almost unanimous vote in 
favor of marriage, veto "pre-marital 
sex for sex itself," and feel the hus- 
band should serve as breadwinner in 
the family unit. However, liberated 
thinking has had its effect. 


So says a report from the Washington 


office of Future Homemakers of Amer- 
ica (FHA). 


These are just a few of the findings 


about young people circa 1974 revealed 
in a new study conducted by Seventeen 
magazine among 2,572 members of 
FHA, 
a national teen-age educational 


organization which functions as part of 
the home economics curriculum in 
middle, junior or senior high schools, 
schools. 


Since FHA is predominantly female,

the sample is composed of 89.7 per cent 


« female and 10.3 per cent male respond- 
t" ents and represents a cross-section of 
^- urban, suburban and rural America.

A capsule analysis of the survey

They have "old fashioned" ideas 


about morality and the double standard 
is still in style. 


Only 13.6 per cent of the girls believe 


in "living together without marriage" 
in contrast to 23 per cent of the boys. 


"Pre-marital sex for sex itself" drew 


a low positive fating from the girls (9.3 
per cent) and a 16 per cent rating from 
the masculine contingent. However, 
two-fifths of the boys (40 per cent) fa- 
vor that girls have sexual intercourse 
with the man they intend to marry as 
compared with 23.9 per cent of the girls 
themselves. 


They will run their own homes along 


the traditional sex-role lines. 


Only 18 per cent of the boys and 29 


per cent of the girls-felt wives should 
share the breadwinner role. While 75 
per cent of those polled concurred that 
husbands should help in child rearing, 
only 35.1 per cent believe tha they 
should help out with household chores. 
Almost half (48.9 per cent) agree that 
"marriage, home and children are still 
the main female goals." 


Liberated thinking has had its effect, 


however. 


While thoroughly espousing the insti- 


tution of marriage, they feel ambiva- 
lent about its necessity. Only one-third 
say "marriage is necessary to fit into 
society." And here 47 per cent of the 
boys endorsed the "necessity" of mar- 
riage in contrast to 35.8 per cent of the 
girls. 


One-fifth of those polled strongly ap- 


prove of open marriage. 


And they want their high schools to 


provide more information about sex. A 
large majority (85.8 per cent) crave in- 
struction about venereal disease and 
74.3 
per cent want their secondary 


school to offer birth control informa- 
tion. 


And the girls want both a job and a 


spouse. 


Over nine out of 10 plan to work after 


they marry — with 79.5 per cent of 
these girls working "before children 
are born," and 35.1 per cent returning 
to careers after "children are in 
school." 


Three-fifths agreed that women will 


be adopting careers previously domi- 
nated by men. 


The survey also revealed that today's 


teens are a caring, action-oriented, in- 
volved generation that takes religion 
and roles as future parents most se- 
riously. 


They view drugs as the most impor- 


tant problem confronting the world 
today with war following a close sec- 
ond. 


Other top-ranking priority problems 


for young people: government corrup- 
tion, pollution and the environment, 
sickness and disease, poverty, over- 
population, Communism, racial injus- 
tice, and lack of education. While the 
pollution problem ranked fourth on the 
list of concerns, one-third of those 
polled currently participate in ecology 
programs through school clubs and 
classes as well as outside organiza- 
tions. 


However, only three-fifths of the re- 


spondents feel optimistic about any fu- 
ture possibilities of effective pollution 
control. 


They are willing to take personal ac- 


tion about educational problems. 


While they negate the statement that 


there "has been a return to the school 
spirit of the fifties," six out of 10 say 
that if anything objectionable happened 
in their high school, they would person- 
ally do something about it. 


They are very involved in school, 


church and youth organizations. 


One-third of those polled view reli-

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gious groups as the "most important" 
organizational activity. Nine out of 10 
emphasized the importance of youth or- 
ganizations now and in the future. Of 
the teens surveyed, 52.6 per cent are 
currently involved in spectator sports 
activities, 51.1 per cent in religious 
groups, 40.5 per cent in active sports 
groups, 27.6 per cent in community and 
civic organizations, but only 3.5 per 
cent in political clubs. 


Boys and girls want more informa- 


tion on nutrition. More than seven out 
of 10 of the young men polled (71 per 
cent) would like to have additional 
data, primarily through schools, but 
also from the federal government and 
food companies. 


They frankly admit that the attitude 


of American teens toward parents "is 
not respectful enough." 


At the same time a significant minor- 


ity of 41.5 per cent feel "teen-agers are 
gaining more understanding of their 
parents." Asked to answer "What 
would you do differently from your par- 
ents when you have your own family?" 
many responded with such phases as 
"Don't force them to do things they 
don't want to" . . . "be more liberal" 
.. . "be more patient" . . . "less 
strict" . . . "sit down and talk to 
them." Other answers reflected indi- 
vidual family problems: "spend more? 
time with each child" . . . "more affec- 
tion for husband and children" . . .' 
"stick to my word" . . . "fewer chil-' 
dren, more time for each" . . . "avoid 
divorce." 


While teen alcoholism has become a 


subject of increasing concern to adults, 
these young people report a very low 
incidence of ever drinking. 


Less than one-third (30.2 per cent) 


ever drink hard liquor. Among those 
who ever drink any form of alcoholic 
beverages, consumption is most often 
"less than once a week" for 26.9 per 
cent. 


Asked to answer the question, "If you 


could have one wish, what would it 
be?," more than two out of five (43.8 
per cent) of the respondents voiced 
concern for the world and its problems 
with such statements as "To stop all 
wars, pollution and crime. And for me 
and everyone I love to always be 
happy." 


Others were more practical. Stated 


one 17-year-old from Washington, D.C., 
"To get a good job, my own apartment 
and a car." 


The study was conducted among 


members of the Future Homemaker of 
America (which places emphasis on 
homemaking and consumer and family 
life education) and HERO (Home Eco- 
nomics Related Occupations) which 
stresses preparation for jobs and ca- 
reers. Almost all (98.5 per cent) of the 
teens surveyed reside with their fami- 
lies. Of the respondents, 22.4 per cent 
live in an urban area, 19.0 per cent in a 
suburban area and 57 per cent in a ru- 
ral community.

It sounded something like a turbine, 


but a much lower pitch. The noise 
came from the steel bars of the ham- 
mermill as they whirled around at a 
tremendous speed. Then, as refuse 
started to tumble into the hammers' 
path, the sound changed to that of a 
noisy home garbage disposal unit. 


Down below, a shredded and some- 


times almost pulverized material 
dropped onto a conveyor belt that 
started it on its journey to a landfill 
site. 


Outagamie County's solid waste 


shredder had eaten and disgested its 
first meal of garbage. 


Kenneth Hartz, head of solid waste 


disposal systems for Allis-Chalmers, 
said he felt the test "went very well for 
the first load going through.

The plant, built by an Allis-Chalmers

If the members 
were appointed, the appointment power 
would pass to Woehler, but not if the 
board chose to elect. 


In his request for a declaratory judg- 


ment, Woehler contends that the words

The answer admits to the charge that 


there is a controversy (a requirement 
for a declaratory judgment), but con- 
tends that the controversy "has been 
caused by the plaintiff (Woehler) at- 
tempting to usurp the power. . of the 
county board to elect the members of 
the board of social services."

City urged to bolster 
industrial land supply

The Appleton Commerce and Indus- 


trial Development Committee wants to 
•seek a land exchange with the county, 
purchase additional industrial develop- 
ment space and investigate the use of a 
"revolving fund" to purchase addi- 
tional land later. 


That and other decisions were made 


by the committee in a session Monday. 
They also talked about future develop- 
ment of the Southeast and Northwest 
industrial parks. 


It was all part of an effort the com- 


mittee's chairman hopes will help the 
city's industrial base keep pace with 
commercial development. 


Ail the actions taken by the com- 


mittee Monday were proposed by Aid. 
Roylance Pointer (14th), committee 
chairman. 


Pointing to a declining stock of city- 


owned industrial land, Pointer said 
steps should be taken now to insure 
t^hat Appleton has land to sell inter- 
ested industrial developers once space 
in the Northeast and Southwest parks 
runs out. 


He received unanimous support for 


all his proposals, which included: 


— An exchange of land owned by the 


city and destined for use for the pro- 
posed Tri-County Expressway with out- 
agamie County, for the old airport land 
that it still owns in the city's industrial 
park. 


Pointer said full city ownership of 


the land that it now sells to industrial 
developers under a land contract ar- 
rangement with the county would allow 
the city to use the money made from 
the sale of the property to purchase in- 
dustrial land elsewhere. 


— The purchase of 160" additional 


acres of land, 80 of it north of the 
Northeast Industrial Park and the 
other 80 north of Northland Avenue and 
east of Roemer Road. 


In both the land exchange and land 


purchase actions, the committee gave 
Pointer the go-ahead to meet with par- 
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ties and investigate possible deals. 
Those deals will then be brought back 
to the committee and City Council for 
approval. 


No one at city hall, including Pointer, 


could say how much Tri-County Ex- 
pressway land the city owned or how 
much the county had left of the 144 
acres the city originally purchased 
from the county on a land contract in 
the Northeast Park. Pointer did say, 
however, that the city" has spent over 
$200,000 on Tri-County Expressway 
right-of-way in both Outagamie and 
Calumet counties. 
program aimed at enticing new indus- 
trial plants to the city. Appleton Area 
Chamber of Commerce Executive Di- 
rector Donald Stone suggested the com- 
mittee develop a program aimed at a 
few business and real estate magazines 
rather than large circulation daily 
newspapers.

In addition, 
it approved the sale of over $25,000 
worth of land in.that park Monday 
which could be placed in a land pur- 
chase account with the approval of the 
council. 


At present, money made off indus- 


trial land sales is placed in the general 
fund. 


Pointer said that money should be 


used to purchase new industrial park 
land to replace the city's dwindling 
supply. That supply currently includes 
about eight acres'in the Southwest park 
and less than 80 acres in the Northeast. 


In addition to giving the go-ahead to 


investigations of possible purchases of 
additional land on the northeast side, 
the committee also discussed the possi- 
bility of developing new parks on the 
northwest and southeast. 


An offer to purchase about 80 acres 


on the southeast side, north of College 
Avenue between Matthias and Mar- 
cella, has been turned down by the 
committee because of what it consid- 
ered a high price.

proceedings," he said. 


"Because of these limitations, be- 


cause of the need to assure that such 
televising would not disrupt the delib-

erage," wrote the mayor. 


Engel said last week that it was the 


intention of Fox Cities and the bank to 
sponsor taped broadcasts of the council 
sessions about one day after they oc- 
curred. 


Engel said the case for live broad- 


casts was hurt by the high costs in- 
volved. He did say, however, that the 
two concerns would consider live 
broadcasts.

Steiger will vote for 
Nixon's impeachment 


WASHINGTON - U. S. Rep. Wil- 


liam A. Steiger, R-Oshkosh, point- 
ing out that a "coverup of criminal 
conduct, an obstruction of justice 
and a deception of the Congress 
and the American people cannot be 
tolerated," said today that he 
would vote to impeach President 
Nixon. 


Steiger, who has often praised 


the administration for its perform- 
ance in foreign affairs and efforts 
to funnel power back to states and 
local communities, said its "poten- 
tial for greatness" had been eroded 
by "its own misconduct. 


"Our democracy is strong," he 


said. "It can remain so only if 
there is respect for the rule of law 
in the highest office of the land. It 
is time to set our country back on 
its proper course." 


Steiger's opt for impeachment 


came amidst a flood of similar 
statements from other congress- 
men who had either supported the 
President or remained uncom- 
mitted until Nixon Monday admit- 
ted he had ordered the FBI to limit 
its Watergate investigation to hide 
the involvement of some of his re- 
election committee officials. 


Steiger, who is expected to win 


his fifth straight term in Congress 
this year, has remained uncom- 
mitted on impeachment until now. 


"The great achievements in for- 


eign policy, the promise of trans- 
ferring greater authority to states 
and localities, the respect for the 
right of privacy — all undermined 
by the abuse of power," said Stei- 


ger of his impressions of the evi- 
dence on impeachment presented 
before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee before it voted to impeach 
Nixon on three articles late last 
month. 


"It is a tragedy, not just for 


Richard Nixon, but for all of us, to 
witness the decline of an adminis- 
tration as a result of its own mis- 
conduct," he said. 


Steiger ran down the list of re- 


cent setbacks for the President in 
his fight to save his adminis- 
tration: The Supreme Court order 
to release secret tape recordings to 
the special prosecutor, the Judi- 
ciary Committee vote and now evi- 
dence that the President himself 
participated in the coverup and 
concealed that information from 
the Judiciary Committee during its 
impeachment hearing. 


"How sad for the members of the 


Judiciary Comittee that he placed 
them in the position of arguing his 
case when important evidence was 
withheld from their deliberation," 
he said. 


"The impeachment controversy- 


is a somber and difficult experi- 
ence," he continued. "The Judi- 
ciary Committee members deserve 
commendation for their thoughtful 
and thorough handling of this 
whole matter. They have said that 
the President of the United States 
must be faithful to his oath of of- 
fice. President Nixon has tragically- 
failed to meet this constitutional 
obligation- Accordingly, I shall cast 
my vote for impeachment."

The board also discussed the prob-

Watergate break-in that the Central In- 
telligence Agency be used to blunt an 
FBI investigation that threatened to ex- 
pose the fact his campaign aides chan- 
neled money to the burglars. 


—Was told six days after the break-in 


that his campaign director and former 
attorney general, John N. Mitchell, 
may have had some prior knowledge of 
the wiretapping plans. 


—Withheld evidence from his closest 


advisers and lawyers as well as the 
House Judiciary Committee, and made 
erroneous statements to the American 
public. 


"This was a serious act of omission 


for which I take full responsibility and 
which I deeply regret," Nixon said in 
the written statement. 


Acknowledging that his impeach- 


ment by the House is "virtually a fore- 
gone conclusion," Nixon said he would 
give the Senate for a trial the tran- 
scripts of 64 White House tape record- 
ings he is turning over to U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica under a Supreme 
Court order. 


The harsh reaction of even of some of 


his closest allies eclipsed the furor that 
followed his firing last October of spe- 
cial prosecutor Archibald Cox — an in- 
cident that triggered what aides later 
called a firestorm of protest. 


But his promise to yield more tapes 


did little to soften the harsh reaction of 
some of his closest allies. 


Visibly shaken and fighting to keep 


his composure, Rep. Charles E. Wig- 
gins, R-Cahf., the silver-haired lawyer 
who carried the burden of Nixon's de- 
fense in the Judiciary Committee, told 
newsmen: 


"After considerable reflection, I have 


reached the painful conclusion that the 
President of the United States should 
resign." 


Wiggins said he would vote for im- 


peachment if Nixon didn't quit. Three 
of his GOP colleagues on the committee 
also abandoned their support of the 
President. Five others said they were 
reassessing their positions. 


But Nixon said in his two-page state- 


ment that "I am firmly convinced that 
the record, in its entirety, does not jus- 
tify the extreme step of impeachment 
and removal of a President." 


Aides said the President and his clos- 


2st advisers discussed his possible res- 
ignation during a Camp David confer- 
ence Sunday. 


But they said that Nixon rejected the 


option and decided instead to follow 
"the constitutional process" because 
he didn't want to set "a precedent... of 
a President allowing himself to be 
driven from office." 


Two hours after Nixon's statement 


was given to a crowd of newsmen mil- 
ling in the press room 30 paces from 
the Oval Office, the vice president's of- 
fice was distributing a statement from 
Ford. 


In it. Ford said he had not seen the 


new evidence and would stand on his 
views that Nixon is innocent of any im- 
peachable offense "until I have reason 
to change them." 


But the vice president declared a per- 


sonal moratorium on further discussion 
of impeachment. 


"The business of government must 


go on and the genuine needs of the 
people must be served." he said. "I be- 
lieve I can make a better contribution 
io this end by not involving myself 
daily in the impeachment debate...." 


The debate was certain to be 


spurred, however, by the revelations in 
the three partial transcripts released 
by the White House an hour after the 
Nixon statement 


All three conversations were between 


Nixon and H R. Haldeman. then his 
w'hite House chief of staff. June 23, 
1972, six days after The Republican op- 
eratives were arrested inside Demo- 
cratic national headquarters in the Wa- 
tergate complex 


The 46 pages of transcripts disclose 


Nixon's approval of a plan to cut off the

NEW YORK (AP) - Hordes of tour- 


ists annually visit Washington, D.C., 
but few ever get to query top news- 
makers there.

It's a weekly program, broadcast live 


by the National Public Radio system 
each Wednesday at 9:30 a.m. CDT. It 
takes place at the Eisenhower Theater 
in the Kennedy Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts. 


The show began slightly more than 


IVz months ago. It features two na- 
tional newsmakers at each show; 
they're briefly grilled by two journal- 
ists, then further questioning is turned 
over to members of the studio au- 
dience. 


"National Town Meeting" was 


dreamed up last spring by Fred Dut- 
ton, a lawyer, a wheel in national Dem- 
ocratic party circles, a former aide to 
the late President John F. Kennedy , 
and a top adviser to Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., during McGovern's 
1972 presidential bid. 


"It struck me that tourists can come 


to town and see monuments and mu- 
seums, maybe the House or Senate if 
they're in session," said Dutton. "Sc 
why not some of the top newsmakers 
they hear about?" 


The program is moderated by John 


Charles Daly, 60, a veteran newsman 
who is better recognized as the former 
host of "What's My Line." 


The lead-off show featured Sen. Sam 


Ervin Jr., D-N.C., and former New 
York police Commissioner Patrick 
Murphy. This Wednesday, the guests 
are Andrew Brimmer, governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board, and Rep. 
Henry Reuss, D-Wis. They'll discuss in- 
flation and the economy. 


Dutton, who produces the show aided 


by two assistants, says the first few 
programs drew an audience of 500; now 
it's twice that size, about 50 per cent of 
the audience are tourists and the rest 
area residents. 
, He says they learn who is on and 
when in notices posted by the National 
Park Service and handbills distributed 
at congressional offices, the Kennedy 
Center, the Ford Theater and the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


The show is underwritten by the Mo- 


bil Oil Corp., which estimates it'll have 
kicked in about $100,000 by the end of 
the year. 


Dutton says the show may take a leaf 


from Charles Kuralt soon and go on the 
road. He said he's considering broad- 
casting the program three Wednesdays 
a month from cities and campuses out- 
side Washington, "to get a crosssection 
of rank-and-file people questioning 
public figures ..." 


The travels may start in mid-Septem- 


ber, he said, and the show may also be 
appearing then on public television as 
well as public radio. He's now negotiat- 
ing with WNET-TV here about that apr- 
ospect. 
"I think there's an excellent chance 


for.it," says WNET's president, John 
Jay Iselin. He said preliminary,talks 
already have begun with Mobil about 
underwriting the show for national 
public TV each week. 


"I'm basically just a lawyer, not a 


producer, and this whole thing is sud- 
denly snowballing," Dutton said. 


However, he added, "National Town 


Meeting" may just be the right idea at 
the right time "because you've got to 
break out of the old panel show format, 
even the 'Meet the Press' or 'Face the 
Nation' format. 


"The public doesn't feel it has

Fall enrollments continue 
to increase at UW Center 


Total advance enrollment at the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin Center-Fox Valley 
this week was about 100 per cent above 
that for the comparable date last year, 
according to Dean Rue C. Johnson. 


Midsummer indications are that the 


fall term enrollment will exceed 600 
students, he said, adding that UWFV 
continues to buck the trend of declining 
college enrollments. The campus has 
experienced five semesters of rising 
enrollments and two summer sessions 
where the trend, too, has been up 
markedly. 


Johnson and the student services 


staff attribute the trend to lower tuition 
costs at the freshman-sophomore cen- 
ter as compared with the four-year 
campuses; the opportunity for students 
to save money by. living at home; and 
their easier access to part-time jobs in 
their home communities. At the same 
time, increasing numbers of adults are 
improving their job and professional 
skills or broadening their general edu- 
cation and cultural backgrounds by en- 
rolling for one or two courses at the 
center. 


Semester tuition costs for full-time 


students (those taking 12 or more cred- 
its) are $249 a semester or $20.65 per 
credit, up only 20 cents per credit from 
last year. 


At the end of last week, 155 students 


had completed advance enrollment as 
compared with 76 at the same time last 
year. Most are new freshmen. Three 
orientation sessions have been held for 
freshmen and three more are sched- 
uled, with 40 students expected at each 
of the meetings on Tuesday and Aug. 8 
and 13. 


Registration for continuing and part- 


time students is scheduled for Aug. 19- 
21. Instruction begins Aug. 26. 


A number of basic courses, particu- 


larly those required for the associate of 
arts and associate of science degrees, 
are filling rapidly, student services of- 
ficers report.

unable to find time for orientation pro- 
grams may telephone the center at any 
time to arrange for individual appoint- 
ments with student service counselors.

their stance in contract dealings with 
the players' union. 


Griese, Bradshaw and Hadl all 


showed up for practice Monday, joining 
Dallas star Roger Staubach who re- 
ported Sunday. 


Griese said he came into camp be- 


cause he thinks the end of the strike is 
near. 


"I think something is going to be set- 


tled pretty soon." said Greise. "Own- 
ers lost S3 to S5 million last weekend in 
exhibition games. They're not going to 
do that even," week." 


Bradshaw said he came in only after 


much soul-searching "I've given it a 
lot of thought "I've made my decision 
and nothing's going to change it."

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Bing Crosby 


is crooning a new tune with lyrics that 
should lift the spirits women's liber- 
ation supporters. 


Bing has asked the Professional Golf- 


ers Association for permission to invite 
women to participate in the 1975 Bing 
Crosby National Pro-Am tourney at 
Pebble Beach, Calif. 


Larry Crosby, brother of the famed 


singer and director of the rich golf 
event, told The Associated Press Mon- 
day: "Bing wrote to the PGA on Aug. 1 
to see if it would be possible to have a 
couple of gals play. 


"The idea was all Bing's," he said, 


"perhaps because the public has been 
clamoring for more women's involve- 
ment in sports." 


There was no immediate reaction 


from the PGA, the players division or 
the Ladies Professional Golfers Associ- 
ation. 


Confirmation of Crosby's letter to the 


PGA, however, came from Ted Durein, 
press director of the major tourna- 
ment. He said Crosby asked the PGA 
for approval in a letter sent to Deane 
Beman, head of the Tournament Play- 
ers Division of the PGA in Washington, 
D.C. 


Beman was unreachable at his Bath- 


esda, Md., home, and a PGA Tourna- 
ment Players Division spokesman in 
Washington said he had not seen the 
letter. 


Durein said tourney officials have a 


contract with the PGA players division 
and that if women were permitted, it 
would be the first time in the history of 
pro golf that men and women competed 
on the same course for the same title 
and prize money. 


"Bing thinks it would be a great 


idea," said Durein, but he added that 
the PGA "is sometimes a little stuffy 
so I wouldn't bet on it." 


The Crosby, which was inaugurated 


at Rancho Santa Fe in 1939, moved.to 
the rugged seaside location in 1947. It's 
the only tourney on the pro tour in 
which amateurs play with professionals 
for the entire event. 


Larry Crosby said if women were 


permitted to play in the event, "I per- 
sonally don't think they would have a 
chance." He said the four courses 
which are used for the Crosby are 
among the toughest in the world, .and 
often the golfers have to battle high 
winds and even rain and sleet.

Dr. G. C. Thosfeson 
Weight gain, not loss, 
leads to stretch marks 


1 Dear Dr. Thpsteson: In the last few 
months my skin has gotten really ter- 
rible. I haven't lost a great deal of 
weight; on the contrary I've been 
slowly gaining. 


I'm 27, have never had a baby, weigh 


185 and am 5 feet, 4 inches tall. I can't 
understand why this is happening to 
me. I know stretch marks never go 
away, but maybe you can tell me why, 
and what I can do to prevent further 
damage. — Mrs. B. 


I don't know where the idea got its 


start, but the notion seems to have 
spread that stretch marks result from 
losing weight. 


They don't. They occur — as the very 


name impliesfrom stretching the skin. 
Pregnancy often causes stretch marks, 
for obvious reasons. So does gaining 
too much weight. 


Skin is variable from person to per- 


son, so some people are more vulner- 
able than others. The rapidity with 
which the stretching develops appears 
to be an important factor, too. 


Fibers in the underlayers stretch 


beyond their point of elasticity, and the 
stretch marks result. The only way to 
avoid them that I know of is to avoid 
overweight. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please send 


your booklet, "You and Your Gall Blad- 


der," for which I enclose 25 cents and a 
long, stamped, self-addressed enve- 
lope. 


My daughter, 19, has a baby * 2 


months old. She started having gall 
bladder attacks a month ago. X rays 
showed she had many small gallstones 
and her doctor advised her to have sur- 
gery soon. 


Isn't there something more modern 


that would dissolve these stones, or 
would a certain diet dissolve them? I 
dread to think of her having surgery so 
soon after having a baby. — Mrs. L.T. 


It's better to have surgery after hav\ 


ing a baby than to have a brutally pain- 
ful, acute gall bladder attack. By the 
time this appears, you will have read 
the booklet and have an .understanding 
of why postponing surgery is a gamble. 


There is some interesting work going 


on, aimed at using a particular bile 
acid to dissolve stones. Sometimes it 
has looked promising and sometimes it 
has failed, so a lot more work is neces- 
sary before such a treatment is avail- 
able for use. 


Other than that hopeful experiment, 


there is no diet and no medication that 
will dissolve gallstones. Or as some- 
body once said, "There's nothing that 
will dissolve gallstones that won't dis- 
solve the gall bladder, too."

What will Mr. Nixon do? 


President Nixon faces financial disaster should he be 


convicted of impeachment charges, and this might become 
an important element in his thinking as he considers his fu- 
ture course of action. 


If his term as president were terminated by Congres- 


sional action, he would of course lose his $200,000 a year 
salary. But in addition he would forfeit $60,000 a year in 
pension rights, a $20,000 a year death benefit to his widow, 
plus an expense account due a former president for office 
space and secretarial help. 


Conceivably under such circumstance he might also be 


disbarred from his former lucrative practice of the law. 
And he could face further prosecution for recovery of gov- 
ernment expenditures on his private homes and possible 
further tax involvements. 


The President is under some financial strain already af- 


ter having to come up with almost half a million dollars in 
back taxes and penalties. 


For the time being Mr. Nixon has apparently decided, af- 


ter a weekend of conferring with his family, close friends 
and advisers, to tough it out on the present line- 


But further pressure is being applied by Congressmen, 


and particularly those of his own party, for Mr. Nixon ei- 
ther to name Vice President Gerald Ford acting president 
while he concentrates on preparing his defense, or to step 
out completely. 


Mr. Nixon is a very proud man, and he is also a very 


stubborn individual, and he has declared on every occasion 
that he will not resign. But if the impeachment vote in the 
House is as lopsided as it now appears it will be, the finan- 
cial perils of risking conviction by the Senate may become 
of compelling importance. 


Birfh control and feen-agers 


There probably will be some shocked surprise even in 


New York City when that region's Planned Parenthood or- 
ganization begins its campaign to reach teen-agers with 
birth control information and counseling services. But it is 
a hard-headed approach stimulated by the facts. 


School programs, heavy use of the mass media, espe- 


cially radio, work with neighborhood groups and parental 
counseling all will be implemented in the $4 million, two 
year program. Adolescents are "the.highest risk group" 
for unwanted pregnancies, according to Alfred Moran, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the non-profit agency. New York 
City has an estimated 850,000 teen-agers and Moran esti- 
mates that at least 140,000 of the girls are sexually active. A 
recent survey of teen-agers already using Planned Parent- 
hood services showed that the great majority were seeking 
abortion or pregnancy detection information. Moran said 
this was "a stunning indication that we are failing to reach 
youngsters with the information and services they need to 
prevent first pregnancies." 


Of course a great many of those pregnancies are not pre- 


meditated and neither was the sexual activity that led to 
them. It will be argued that the availability of contracep- 
tives will increase promiscuity and to some extent the ar- 
gument is valid. But not providing birth control informa- 
tion is no answer. Currently there is wide concern 
throughout the nation about the increase in venereal dis- 
ease, especially among adolescents. Yet the known preg- 
nancy rate for teen-agers is eight times as high as the 
known gonorrhea rate, according to Moran. 


Maternal mortality rates for teen-agers are about 30 per 


cent higher than for mothers between 20 and 24. A teen- 
ager's baby also has a 30 per cent higher chance of dying 
before it is a year old than the children of more mature 
women. The reasons are varied, but include poor care. Ob- 
viously prevention of pregnancy in the first place is far 
preferable to abortion or the possibilities of abuse, neglect 
and misery for the unwanted child. 


Planned Parenthood is not merely emphasizing informa- 


tion for girls. In fact the agency will make condoms avail- 
able at cost, for several reasons. They help to prevent the 
spread of venereal disease, they are less involved than the 
IUD or the Pill, and agency officials believe this approach 
will increase responsibility to prevent pregnancy. 


Of course the preferred way of preventing unwanted 


pregnancies among unmarried-teen-agers is more effective 
counseling in our homes, churches and schools. But it is ob- 
vious that has net always worked. Planned Parenthood's 
concentration upon birth control for adolescents in facing 
reality as it is and the program is likely to spread to other 
cities in the nation. 


Civic affairs test 


Among the more obscure in the miscellany of new provi- 


sions in the state budget act as recently modified by the 
legislature is one that is likely to be a test of the civic 
awareness of the 2,500,000 residents of Wisconsin who an- 
nually dispatch their state income tax assessments to the 
state department of revenue. 


One of the new requirements of the income tax form is 


the identification of the school district in which the tax- 
payer lives. A space for such listing will be contained on 
the tax forms that will be distributed at the end of the year. 


The provision was inspired by the studies of the Kellett 


commission on education several years earlier which de- 
posited on legislator's desks a fertile assortment of propos- 
als for improvement of the school finance system. The au- 
thors concluded that the property tax base as a measure of 
the financial ability of a school district is no longer ade- 
quate. Relevant also is the financial ability of district resi- 
dents, which is more surely measured by income tax liabil- 
ity, the commission reasoned. 


It was a realistic conclusion. But there is some doubt that 


compiling data on financial capacity of school districts by 
asking taxpayers to identify their own districts will be of 
doubtful reliability. The districts are not coterminous with 
municipal boundaries in many instances, or should they be 
so organized. Many thousands of income taxpayers, we 
fear, and especially in rural regions where a school district 
may embrace a dozen or more municipalities, will con- 
found future fiscal planners at Madison by omitting such 
identification altogether, or by identifying erroneously.

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Dyke campaign off to faltering start 


MADISON - Scarcely a month after the Re- 


publican endorsement convention, the Republi- 
can state ticket campaign is faltering. 


The editor of the Waukesha Freeman, which 


derived its name from the slave liberation 
movement of the 19th Century that in turn led 
to the formation of the Republican party here 
and elsewhere in the 1850s, is undoubtedly 
showing his impatience when he writes that 
"at the moment it is a toss-up whether it is bet- 
ter to have no Republican candidate in the race 
against Gov. Lucey." 


The sour commentary followed the recent 


publicity relating that former Madison Mayor 
William Dyke, the sole Republican aspirant 
and the endorsed candidate of the Republican 
convention, has wondered since the Milwaukee 
nomination in June whether he wants to stay in 
the race in the face of the obstacles he has dis- 
covered, notably the leanest campaign treasury 
of a major Wisconsin political party in the 
memory of his political generation. 


A candidate for the most important office in 


state government who shows so little confi- 
dence in his cause at the start of the drive will 
probably lose heart altogether as his work con- 
tinues and the fatigue and pressures bear more 
heavily, the critical commentator seems to 
be saying. 


One is inclined to be tolerant, nevertheless. 


To his credit, Bill Dyke never pretended to 
have the resources, in his own political circle 
or elsewhere, to organize the kind of campaign 
that the Rennebohms, Kohlers, Knowles and 
others managed with comparatiave ease when 
their party enjoyed high morale, when the 
Democrats were underdogs, and when the res- 
ervoir of party loyalists was not yet depressed 
and disheartened by the anesthesia of Water- 
gate that is afflicting its adherents today. 


There are unfathomable elements in the Re- 


publican effort to date, however it is measured. 
Dyke and John Alberts, his key running-mate 
as nominee for lieutenant governor, have been 
disputing lately about some of the issues their 
ticket ostensibly intends to exploit and Alberts, 
the man surely better informed on them be- 
cause he was a party to the legislative record 
and the responses to Gov. Patrick Lucey's 
viewpoints, has found it necessary to deny his 
ticket companion's interpretation. 


Dyke has bitterly, and revealingly, com- 


plained about what he says is a lack of interest 
in the Republican challenge of the state admin- 
istration among the entrepreneurs who have 
been the natural allies of the Republican view- 
point. 


But it was candidate Dyke who betrayed 


weeks ago an astonishing lack of under- 
standing of some of the doings of the legisla- 


tive term — notably the enthusiasm of the 
business community for some of the tax policy 
changes that were advanced by Republican leg- 
islators but which Lucey had the wit to exploit 
as deeds of his own initiative. 


Had-Dyke grasped the obvious op- 


portunity, he could have staked a claim for his 
party on the industrial tax relief issue with the 
proof of the record, thus depriving the Demo- 
cratic ticket of a boast that it can now make 
with his endorsement. 


Meanwhile, there is little evidence of cooper- 


ative arrangements with other candidates on 
the ticket, and some reason to believe that' 
there are frictions. Statements of Alberts have 
shown their differences of view on tactics and 
strategy. The situation is especially suggestive 
since Alberts had "drafted" in the literal sense 
— he intended to retire - and entered the race , 
as an accommodation under the urging of legis- 
lative colleagues. In contrast, Dyke com- 
paigned and defeated State Senator James Dev- 
itt for organization endorsement. 


If there is room for disagreement on major 


state policy issues and surely that is the foun- 
dation of partisan competition, Lucey can be 
challenged seriously on many. Indeed, the , 
toughened warrior in the governor's office in 
probably as surprised as many Republicans 
are disappointed.

Who thinks up 
glamorous names? 


One of the more trivial reasons I 


deplore the loss of train service is the 
passing of all the old splendid names 
for Pullman cars. It used to please me 
enormously to saunter through a long 
train, flavoring the fine name of each 
car on my lips. 


How I envied the man who sat in his 


cozy little cubicle and dreamed up 
magnificent designations for all those 
thousands of Pullman cars. In fact, I 
have always envied people who had the 
task of naming anything — even race 
horses, which I don't especially care to 
see run. 


Actually. I would rather be a 


"namer" than a writer. Indeed, when 
we were boys -together, Saul Bellow, the 
novelist, and I used to sit around and 
scribble titles for books we were going 
to write—the only difference being that 
he wrote his, while I drifted into the 
vague suburbs of literature known as 
journalism. 


I wished the Ford Motor Co. had 


asked me (instead of Marianne Moore) 
to help them title the Edsel car before 
it came out: I would have called it the 
Mustang and made a million out of it. 
As a self-styled "namer," I knew im- 
mediately that no auto called "Edsel" 
could make it. Any more than people 
would buy something called "Corfam" 
for shoes. 


Years ago, my home-town paper con- 


ducted a contest for grade-school chil- 
dren to name a baby giraffe just born 
at the zoo. I couldn't resist peeking at 
some of the entnes. which were charm- 
ing and joyous and wonderfullv fanci- 
ful And even though 1 wasn't eligible 


to enter, I slyly submitted an entry in 
my younger son's name. It lost. 


I have ancient precedence on my side 


in this passion. In the very first pages 
of the Bible, when the Lord had hardly 
completed the creation, He paraded be- 
fore Adam the hosts of the brute world 
"to see what he would call them; and 
whatsoever Adam called every living 
creature, that was the name thereof. 
And Adam gave names to all cattle, 
and to the fowl of the air and to every 
beast of the field." 


Truly, this was Paradise. The giving 


of names imparts a meaning and a per- 
sonality to objects that remain forever 
an essential part of them. This is why 
the naming of children is often so 
tedious and difficult—because each 
name has its own aroma to each of us, 
its own suggestions of tone and shape, 
its own network of associations, both 
pleasant and not. 


I still recall—after 40 years—the 


name of the first race horse that in- 
spired my proclivity for naming: it was 
Blue Larkspur. He never won the 
Derby, but in Eden he would be the 
Triple Crown winner for all time. 


Concerning the morning after, a few 


observations: 


1) You can get away with saying that 


"the media" got Nixon into trouble, 
but you cannot get away with saying 
that the, media got him impeached by 
the Judiciary Committee. It has been a 
very long road from the Scotch tape on 
the doorlatch to the impeachment voted 
by the Judiciary Committee, and there 
is no doubting the importance of the

Over at the Senate, with a lot of ham 


— but republican ham, in retrospect;

Over at the Justice Depart- 
ment, relays of lawyers heard and ana- 
lyzed testimony. And, at the House of 
Representatives, 38 representative 
Americans — and 
representative 


Americans include left-wing dema- 
gogues, and right-wing ultra-montan- 
ists — listened to a great deal of evi- 
dence, and arrived after very 
considerable deliberation at a thor- 
oughly defensible verdict. "Defen- 
sible" is — or ought to be — every- 
body's operative word here. It is one 
thing to disagree with the verdict of the 
majority, another to declare it indefen- 
sible. The Judiciary Committee has ac- 
ted responsibly. 


2) And it has distilled the charges 


against Mr. Nixon into three cate- 
gories. They are 1) coverup, 2) abuse of 
presidential power; and 3) contumacy. 


The first of these counts is what I 


choose to call the chicken-thief count. It 
is not, in my judgment, of enduring in- 
terest. And although the maxim is that 
nobody is above the law, the historical 
fact of the matter is that some people 
are, in isolated circumstances; and 
that the question isn't whether the law 
should deal with them, but should we 
hope that the law should succeed in 
doing so.

that Senator Kennedy was guilty, at 
Chappaquiddick, of something a whole 
lot graver than what gets you a year's 
suspension of your driver's license: but 
who are not anxious to press the point 
'beyond where it has already been 
pressed.

3) The second and third counts 


against Nixon are those that serious 
men will most be concerned with, for 
reasons as simple as that the findings 
of the Senate will govern, or rather in- 
fluence, President Nixon's successors. 
Did Nixon invoke powers recklessly 
when he organized the plumbers, and 
when he authorized the FBI and the 
CIA to act in certain ways? Did "his 
(brief) flirtation with the Huston secu- 
rity proposals put him in the way of his 
oath of office? Has his refusal to yield 
to the House the tapes it subpoenaed 
amounted to an act of contumacy 
which, paralleling as it does Nixon's 
refusal to give the material to the Spe- 
cial Prosecutor, we now have the. Su- 
preme Court's word for it, undermines 
the lawful authority of the Congress? 


There is more to be said in the next 


few weeks, and a great deal more to be 
said after the House votes impeach- 
ment, which it is all but certain to do. 
Meanwhile it becomes increasingly the 
obligation of the individual citizen to 
separate the man from the issue, and 
to show a different kind of concern for 
the fate of each: Richard Nixon, and 
the republic.

Does it not appear that there are prejudiced judges who. through a 
subconscious urging, may be making themselves a party to the scheme to destroy 
President INixon. and acting as prosecutors rather than judges! 


6 — When Mr. Nixon was sworn in as President, we were in the midst of one 


of the most destructive and expensive wars our nation had ever been engaged in. 
Evidently. President Johnson could not develop a formula to conclude the war so 
he left the White House a broken-hearted man. and I believe that President 
Johnson felt he was turning the nation over to a man who had the ability and 
determination to conclude this terrible war that was claiming 300 precious 
American lives weekly. Could this have so embarrassed the Democrats that they 
are trying to blot out this great accomplishment? 


7 — When Mi". Nixon was sworn in-, there were 543.000 troops in Vietnam: the 


cost of the war was running at $32 Billion a year: and there were no plans to 
conclude the war. However, Mr. Nixon quickly formulated a plan to conclude 'the 
war that started under a Democratic Administration. Not only did he live up to 
every promise he had made and reduce the number of troops in Vietnam from 
543,000 to zero, he secured the release of all of our prisoners of war who were 
deteriorating in dungeons in far-off lands.

H — Mr. Nixon is trying hard to put*our fiscal affairs back on a business 


basis, but somehow without exception, every time he moves in that direction the 
liberals and socialistic-minded try to embarrass him and stop him, and in too 
many instances they have been successful.

When Mr. Nixon 
appointed him Special Prosecutor, he thought that this man would be fair and 
impartial and would ferret out the truth, but what happened? It would appear 
that this liberal Democrat evidently had one thing in mind and that was to destroy 
Richard M. Nixon, and no doubt try to help elect former President John F. 
Kennedy's brother, Ted Kennedy, to the Presidency. Why did former Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox spend time talking With Ted Kennedy while he was 
investigating?

"The stunning admissions by Presi- 


dent Nixon mean that we could have a 
new president by Labor Day," Obey 
said. 


Obey said Nixon's admission that he 


ordered the FBI to limit its Watergate 
inquiry makes it clear the President 
was involved in the coverup of the 
break-in and attempted bugging at the 
Democratic national headquarters two 
years ago. 


"It is important that all Americans 


understand the undeniable depth of 
presidential involvement in the activi- 
ties for which he is being impeached," 
Obey said. 


"Tfiis is the end," he said. 


Republican Reps. William Steiger 


and Glenn Davis could not be reached 
for comment, and Democratic Con- 
gressman Les Aspin refused to com- 
ment until he had read the President's 
full statement.

list," it said. 


The terminology means 20-25 per 


cent of investments are not earning sat- 


isfactory interest, and that the risk ol 
loss for those on the watch-loan list "is 
substantally greater than in other 
loans."

Among officers issuing the statement 


were Hal C. Kuehl, chairman of the 
board, executive vice president of First 
Wisconsin Bankshares Corp., and pres- 
ident of First Wisconsin National Bank. 


The trust is managed by First Wis- 


consin Bankshares and has an esti- 
mated $200 million in loans out- 
standing.

irhis week's inspection efforts focus 


on Chicago, Cincinnati, Detroit, In- 
dianapolis, Milwaukee and Min- 
neapolis. 


The inspection will determine if un- 


leaded fuel is being offered, whether 
signs advertising its availability are 
properly displayed and if unleaded 
pumps are equipped with the small 
nozzle to fit the smaller tank inlets on 
19i75 cars, EPA officials said. 


David Kee, in charge of the Midwes- 


tern operation, said rural areas also 
will undergo scrutiny. 


"Our inspectors will be going into 


Michigan's Upper Peninsula and south- 
ern Illinois, paying more attention to 
such areas than the volumes of gaso- 
lime pumped there would seem to war- 
rant," Kee said. 


Unleaded gasoline is needed for the 


proper operation of the catalytic con- 
verter, a pollution control device which 
will appear on most 1975 cars for the 
first time. 


EPA regulations, adopted as part of 


the Clean Air Act of 1970, require all 
stations which sold at least 200,000 gal- 
lons of fuel in any year since 1970 to of- 
fer at last one grade of unleaded gaso- 
line by July 1,1974." 


This means seme 110,000 gas stations 


should have at least one pump selling 
unleaded gasoline, EPA officials said. 


While surveys indicate there will be 


enough unleaded gas to go around, it 
will be more difficult for owners of me- 
dium-priced and luxury cars built be- 
fore 1971 to find high octane fuel. 


The American Automobile Associ- 


ation said a significant percentage of 
service stations are dropping premium 
in favor of unleaded fuel. ' 


In Michigan, 47 per cent of the sta-
